WAR UNTIL NAZIS 
HAVE ENOUGH OF IT 


British Naval Lord Says 
Fate of Belgium and The 
Netherlands Depends on 
Allied Victory. 


HE CALLS HITLER 
A CORNERED MANIAC 


He Declares Chamberlain 
Will Fight to Win as Ob- 
stinately as He Did for 


Peace. 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP).—Win- 
ston Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said last night that 
Britain and France would make 
war “until the other side have 
enough of it” and that “the fate 
of Holland and Belgium, like that 
ef Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Austria will be decided by the vic- 
tory of the British Empire and the 
French Republic.” 

Declaring Britain’s navy strong- 
er, its anti-U-boat forces three 
times as numreous and its army 
and air force growing, Churchill 
said in a broadcast “we are far 
better prepared to endure the worst 
malice of Hitler and his Huns than 
we were at the beginning of Sep- 
tember.” 

“I go so far as to say that if we 
eome through the winter without 
any large or important event occur- 
ring we shall in fact have gained 
the first campaign of the war,” he 
added. 

“Cornered Maniac.” 

Asserting German troops were 
concentrating near the Netherlands 
and Belgian borders, Churchill 
said, “1 shall not attempt to proph- 
esy whether the frency of a cor- 
nered maniac will drive Herr Hitler 
into the worst of all his crimes, but 
this I will say without a doubt, 
that the fate of Holland and Bel- 
gium, like that of Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Austria will be de- 
cided by the victory of the British 
Empire and the French Republic.” 

“You may take it absolutely for 
certain that either all that Britain 
and France stand for in the modern 
world will go down or that Hitler, 
the Nazi regime and the recurring 
German or Prussian menace will be 
broken and destroyed. 

“If we are conquered, all will be 
enslaved and the United States will 
be left alone to guard the rights 
of man.” 

(Well informed sources in The 
Hague, The Netherlands, said yes- 
terday tension had eased over re- 
ports of heavy German troop con- 
centrations on the eastern frontier.) 

Churchill listed restoration of Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia among 
Britain's war aims. 

Says Nazis Have No Friends. 

The Admiralty chieftain said 
Adolf Hitler and his “cluster of 
confederates” could not find “one 
single friendly eye” in the world. 

“Not one. Russia returns them 
a filinty stare; Italy averts her 
gaze; Japan is puzzled and thinks 
herself betrayed. Turkey and the 
whole of Islam have ranged them- 
selves instinctively but decisively 
on the side of progess. 

“The great English-speaking re- 
public across the Atlantic Ocean 
makes no secret of its sympathies 
or of its self-questionings and trans- 
lates these sentiments into action 
of a character which anyone may 
judge for himself.” 

“You know I have not always 
agreed with Mr. Chamberlain, 
though we always have been per- 
sonal friends,” Churchill added. 
“But he is a man of very tough 
fiber and I can tell you that he 
is going to fight as obstinately for 
victory as he did for peace. Can 
I say more?” 

Saying that Britain had been 
“agreeably surprised” at the 10 
weeks allowed her by Germany to 
get herself in “fighting trim,” the 
head of the Admiralty declared, 
“now the mists and storms of win- 
ter wrap our island and make con- 
tinuous bombing attack of mili- 
tary objectives far more difficult.” 

Watches Channel Ports, 

Soviet Russia had barred Ger- 
many from the East, he said, “so 
now these boastful and bullying 
Nazis are looking with hungry eyes 
for some small countries in the 
West which they can trample down 
and loot as they have trampled 
down and looted Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland. 

“Now they turn their fierce but 
also rather prudent glare upon the 
ancient civilized and unoffending 
Dutch and Belgium nations. 

“They have not chosen to molest 
the British fleet ... They recoil 
from the steel front of the French 
army along the Maginot line. . 
but their docile conscripts are be- 
ing crowded in vast numbers upon 
the frontiers of Holland and Bel- 
gium. 

“To both these states the Nazis 
have given the most recent and 

solemn guarantees; no wonder the 
anxiety is great.” 
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Text of British and French Replies 
to Mediation Proposals — 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP)-—The 


foliows: 

To Her Majesty the Queen of 
The Netherlands: 

I have carefully examined 
with my Governments in the 
United Kingdom, Canada, the 
Commonwealth of - Australia, 
New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa the appeal which 
Your Majesty and His Majesty 
the King of the Belgians ad- 
dressed to me on Nov. 7. 

I recall the appeal made by 
His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians on Aug. 23 in the name 
of the heads of state of the 
Oslo group of states in which 
His Majesty pleaded for the sub- 
mission of disputes and. claims 
to open negotiation carried out 
in the spirit of brotherly co- 
operation. 

My Government in the United 
Kingdom as well as the French 
Government sent favorable re- 
plies to this appeal. 

I recall also the joint offer 
of good offices made by Your 
Majesty and His Majesty the 
King of the Belgians to my Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom 
and to the French, German, Ital- 
ian and Polish Governments on 
Aug. 28. This offer was wel- 
comed by my Government and 
by the French, Italian and Pol- 
ish Governments. A few days 
later the German .Government 
launched an unprovoked attack 
on Poland which has been over- 
run with every circumstance of 
brutality. 

My Governments deeply appre- 
ciate the spirit of Your Majes- 
ty’s offer and they would always 
be willing to examine a reason- 
able and assured basis for an 
equitable peace. It is, as it has 
always been, my desire that the 
war should not last. one day 
longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary and I can, therefore, at 
once reply to that part of Your 
Majesty’s appeal in which you 
state your willingness to facili- 
tate the ascertaining of the ele- 


The Government, public and 
French people are unanimous in 
rendering homage to the senti- 
ments which inspired the mes- 


sage of your majesties addressed 
to me. They appreciate fully the 
loftiness and courtesy of it. 

No nation is more pacific than 
the French nation.

The essential conditions upon 
which we are determined that 
an honorable peace must be se- 
cured have already been plainly 
stated. The documents which 
have been published since the 
beginning of the war clearly 
explain its origin and establish 
the responsibility for its out- 
break. My peoples took up arms 
only after every effort had been 
made to save peace. 

The immediate occasion: lead- 
ing to our decision to enter the 
war was Germany’s aggression 
against Poland. But this ag- 
gression was only a fresh in- 
stance of German policy towards 
her neighbors. The larger pur- 
poses for which my peoples are 
now fighting. are te secure that 
Europe may be redeemed, in the 
the words of my. Prime Minis- 
ter in the United Kingdom, 
“from perpetually recurring fear 
of German aggression so as to 
enable the peoples of Europe to 
preserve their independence and 
their liberties” and to prevent 
for the future resort to force in- 
stead of the pacific means in set- 
tlement of international disputes. 

These aims have been ampli- 
fied and enlarged on a number 
of occasions and particularly in 
the statements made by my 
Prime Minister in the House of 
Commons on the twelfth of Oc- 
tober and my Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs in the House 
of Lords on the second of No- 
vember. . : 

The elements which, in the 
9pinion of my Governments, must 
form part of any settlement 
emerge clearly and distinctly 
from these declarations of pol- 
icy. Should Your Majesty be 
able to communicate to me any 
proposals from Germany of such 
a character as to afford real 
prospect of achieving the pur- 
pose I have described above I 
can say that my Governments 
would give them their most 
earnest consideration. 


ace the security of all nations. 
Lasting peace therefore can only 
be established by reparation of 
the injustices that force imposed 
on Austria, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland. It can also only be in 
@ measure where some effective 
guarantees of political and eco- 
nomic order assure for the fu- 
ture the respect and liberty of all 
nations. 

Mankind will only be delivered 
from worry or anguish if it has 
certainty that new attempts 
against right henceforth are for- 
bidden.

Austrian Cause Mentioned 
for First Time in Le- 
brun’s Reply to Media- 
tion Offer. |

LONDON, Nov. 13-—The = chief 
difference between the replies of 
King George and President Albert 
Lebrun of France to the Belgian- 
Dutch mediation offer is the fact 
that the French statement n- 
tained specific mention of Czecho- 


Slovakia and Austria as well as 
Poland. It is pointed out here, 
however, that Great Britain’s inter- 
est in the future status of all three 
victims of Nazi aggression has 
been indicated in previous govern- 
mental declarations—though what 
London's attitude toward Austria 
will be after the war has been won 
remains nebulous as yet. 

In his radio speech last night 
Winston Churchill, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, insisted “that the 
fate of Holland and Belgium, like 
that of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Austria, will be decided by 
the victory of the British Empire 
and the French republic.” 

On Oct. 12, while rejecting Fuehr- 
er Adolf Hitler’s so-called peace 
speech, Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain stated that it con- 
tained “no suggestion for. righting 
the wrongs done to Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland,” but he did not men- 
tion Austria. 

Vagueness of Aims. 

Thus far the Allied governments 
have declared themselves for the 
restoration of. an independent Po- 
land and some kind of a Czech 
state, but they have carefully re 
frained from suggesting just how 


-ithey would propose to right the 


wrongs inflicted on the Poles and 
Czechs. That France yesterday 
also stressed its interest in Aus- 
tria’s future may prove of histori- 
cal importance. 

Such references as have been 
made by the Western Powers illu- 
minate the vagueness of the Lon- 
don and Paris policymakers in re- 
gard to Central Europe in the next 
peace settlement. In some quarters 
they are also taken to indicate pos- 
sible differences of opinion as to 
how Central Europe’s jigsaw puz 
zie can be fitted together again. 
Certainly they confirm how pain- 
fully delicate—if and when there 
is another big peace conference— 
such a task is going to be. 

The question of what to do about 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and Aus- 
tria is linked directly to the poser 
of what kind of German Govern- 
ment the Western Allies, if and 
when victorious, ‘would accept. 
That, in turn, is linked to the one 
great crucial imponderable—can 
the Nazi rule be defeated without 
thrusting the German people into 
Bolshevism? 

This latter problem is only sec- 
ond in stature to the British states- 
men’s first major objective of 
crushing Hitlerism. Admittedly, it 
will be futile to attempt to sketch 
out future Polish, Czech or Aus- 
trian states until it is assured that 
Soviet Russia will not be replacing 
the Nazis as the principal aggres- 
sor in all that region. 

Complex Problem. . 

* Meanwhile, it 1s assured that the 
London and Paris directors of Al- 
lied policy are studying carefully 
the problems related to the future 
of the Central European states, and 
British and French parliamentari- 
ans entertain various ideas for the 
solution. As examples of how com- 
plex and contrasting such tentative 
ideas may be, the following may 
be. cited: 

Should the former Western fron- 
tiers of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
be restored? Should a federated 
Austrian-Czech state be estab- 
lished? Should Germany be di- 
vided into two’ states, Northern 
Protestant and Southern Catholic 
in character, and possibly Bavaria 
and Austria joined in one state? 
Should a restored monarchy be con- 
sidered for Austria, as some people 
desire? Or would one federation 
of Central European states covering 
a somewhat similar scope to that 
of the old Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire be preferable or practicable? 

These are a few of the stupen- 
dous problems which have already 
raised their heads to haunt British- 
French statesmen. They are not 
being ignored because ultimately 
they cannot be dodged, but their 
consideration cannot be subordinat- 
ed to the imperative task of win- 
ning the war.

THEORY HE RESISTED

Inquiry Ordered in Track

The investigation into the mur- 
ger in Chicago last Wednesday of 
Eddie O'Hare, horse and dog racing 
promoter, continued today on many 
fronts.

CENTRAL TRADES URGES ALL 
FIRE PRECAUTIONS IN SCHOOLS 


Calls on Board to Carry Out Recom- 
mendation Made by Chief 
Cornoyer. 

The Central Trades and Labor 
Union, in a resolution adopted at a 
meeting yesterday, called on the 
Board of Education to carry out 
recommendations of Fire Chief 
Lawrence C, Cornoyer for improv- 
ing safety in the public schools. 
“Every precaution humanly possi- 
ble should be taken to make the 
schools as safe as possible,” the 
resolution stated. 

In an amendment, it was sug- 
gested that recommendations of the 
fire department for improving 
safety of private and parochial 
schools also be adopted. The fire 
department has recommended that 
stairways be inclosed in all schools 
in the city, fire alarm systems in- 
stalled and safety measures taken 
to eliminate potential fire hazards. 

The resolution stated the Central 
Trades and Labor Union represent- 
ed thousands of parents “entitled 
to know their children are protected 
from even the remotest kind of in- 
jury while at school.” The recom- 
mendations of the Fire Chief “ap- 
pear to be absolutely essential to 
the safety of the school children,” 
the resolution added. 


WASHINGTON, Nev. 13 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to review a decision approving a 
Federal Trade Commission order 
against interstate shipments of 


candy sold on a chance basis by the 


National Candy Co. of St. Louis and 
Chicago and others. 

The candy firms appealed from 
the Seventh United States Circuit 
Court. The Trade Commission's 
cease and desist order was directed 
against the interstate shipment of 
candy packed for retail distribution 
on a chance basis. 

National Candy contended that of 
an annual candy volume of $300,- 
000,000 in the United States, $100,- 
000,000 is sold on a chance basis. 

The company, with the Dietz 
Gum Co., of Chicago and the March 
of Time Candies, Inc., said the 
Trade Commission was without 
power to issue orders against them, 
“leaving many competitors under no 
such prohibition and penalty.” 


JUDGE REJECTS NICK MOTION

“In the dangerous game directed 
against strengthening of Soviet- 
Finnish relations one of the first 
roles is being played by the Scan- 
dinavian servants of Anglo-Ameri- 
can capital,” the paper added.

Opposition __ political parties, 
which, he said, usually are “put 
out of business,” probably ‘would 
meet the same fate at the 13 non- 
Communist partie: that survived 
revolution in Russia. 

“They disappeared from the po- 
litical scene one by one as they 
took up arms against the Govern- 
ment,” he said. 

The educational system would 
follow Communist ideologies and | 
become “adjusted to the needs of 
the people instead of capitalists,” 


Would Purge Religion. 


Religion would be purged of most 
of its present leaders and teach- 
ings. Religious institutions which 
could be “shown in, public debate 
as not a social menace” to the new 
system would survive. 

Industry, national economy, prop- 
erty and profits, would-be taken 
over by the Government and “ex- 


panded rapidly.” 

The press is “a great industry; 
therefore, it is impossible to think 
éf it continuing as it is.” 

Browder compared each phase of 
the Government he recommends 
_|with the present Soviet Russian

cluding International and Eastern| Government, in the wisdom and) 


|integrity of whose leaders, he said, 
he has “the greatest confidence.” 
|'He was asked whether he thought 
punitive measures such as mass 
starvation or constant “liquidation” 
of officials, clergy and _ citizens 
would be necessary to the estab- 
lishment of the Socialist govern- 
ment.

Says Party Is Growing. 


Browder said recent events ‘in 
Europe have increased, rather than 
decreased, party membership in this 
country. He “knew of 50 or 60” 
who had resigned from the party in 
the last two months, he said: he 
estimated the new enrollment in 
that time at “four or five thou- 
sand” and the total membership at 
about 100,000. Normally, he said, 
party defections are about one-third 
as numerous as party joiners. 

A Browder aid explains the quiet 
of the office. “Most of the staff 
is out raising money. We’re seeking 
a $150,000 fund to keep America 
out of war and our leaders out of 
jail.” (Browder is free in $7500 bail 
pending trial of an indictment 
charging him with passport irregu- 
larities.) 

A nffmber of resignations of paid 
party workers have been accepted 
recently, because party officials de- 
cided their wages could be better 
used for printed propaganda.

Greene withdrew permission for

These are the realities of the 
broblem. and in holding to a strict 
and faithful administration of the 
letter and spirit of the neutrality 
law. we shall be successful only if 
we take full account of the realities.

Italy, Turkey 
Near Agreement, 
London Hears 


If Accord Is Reached, 
It Is Expected to 


Ties With Rome.

LONDON, Nov. 13. 

HERE are increasing indica- 
T tions of greater co-operation to 

come among Italy, Turkey and 
Great Britain. While Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, last night stated that 
“Italy, which we had feared would 
be drawn from her historic part- 
nership with Britain and France in 


the Mediterranean—a partnership 
which will become increasingly 
fruitful—has adopted a wise policy 
of peace,” the British press this 
morning reports from Istanbul the 
possibility that an Italian-Turkish 
agreement will come off soon. 
According to informed quarters 
here, the negotiations which have 
been going on between Italy and 
Turkey haye been conducted in the 
clear understanding that Turkey’s 
obligations to France and Britain 
supersede all else. 

Two major obstacles are seen to 
bar the way to an agreement: One 
is Russia, with which Turkey has 
more or less been allied but which 
is feared by Italy, and the other 
is the Dodecanese Islands, which 
Turkey thinks it has more ‘right to 
than Italy. 

If the negotiators find a way 
around these points un agreement 
will likely emerge which will im- 
measurably strengthen the Allied 
position in the Mediterranean and 
probably pave the road for a real 
British-Italian agreement. 


the law limits the total assistance 
which the Allies can obtain in this 
country. 

This was the argument and the 
purpose of the article. Now that I 
have re-read it, I wish I had made 
the argument so plain that Maj. 
Eliot could not nav> misunderstood 
it. Particularly, I wish I had not 
seemed to suggest to him that I was 
talking as an armchair strategist. 
For what I tried to do was to in- 
terpret the neutrality law by point-

I happen to believe that the de- 
fensive strategy is a sound one, and 
I base that view not on military 
considerations primarily but on an 
estimate of the political situation. 


It goes without saying that I may 
be wrong. But the problem of grand 
strategy in war is not, as Maj. Eliot 
seems to think, one that can be left 
only to “professional military opin- 
ion.” It is a political problem in 
which the military factors are, of 
course, of great importarice. But 
they are not of exclusive or decisive 
importance. 

Perhaps I was ill-advised to write 
with so much conviction on a ques- 
tion that no one van speak about 
with certainty. I can plead in ex- 
tenuation only that I am moved by 
the memory of the mistakes of the 
professional soldiers in the World 
War, and of the insoluble political 
problems which their errors caused. 
Also, I am moved by the horror 
of the prospect of sacrificing sev- 
eral millions of British, French 
and German young men in an of- 
fensive war of frontal attacks on 
land, and by the feeling that after 
such a destructive war, a good 
and a sound reconstruction 
will be immeasurably more diffi- 
cult, 

Perhaps it is a mistake for a 
non-combatant to advocate any 
kind of strategy, defensive or other- 
wise, in a war in which his nation 
is not going to become engaged. 
But it cannot be wrong, I believe, 
to make clear, detting the i’s and 
crossing the t's, that what the 
Allies can obtain here under the 
neutrality law is no more than that 
very limited assistance which fits 
a defensive strategy.

How Former British 
Envoy Was Disil- 
lusioned About 
Aims of Hitler.

O clearer or more typical pic- 
N ture could be asked of the grad- 

ual disillusionment of a con- 
firmed optimist in Europe, during 
the recent tragic stages of that con- 
tinent’s tumble from peace into war, 
than the successive utterances of 
Sir Nevile Henderson, until a few 
weeks ago British Ambassador to 
Germany. 
His official reports, classics of 
their kind, published in London 
shortly after his return home from 
Berlin, were vivid reflections of that 
disillusionment, and of the new and 
startling conception of the _ real 
meaning of Hitlerism which had en- 
gendered the disillusionment in Sir 
Nevile’s mind. The distinguished 
diplomat, in a speech last week to a 
group of newspaper men, including 
American correspondents, at a press 
club luncheon in London, added fur- 
ther proof of the completeness of 
his conversion from the theory that 
gentle conciliation was the right 
cure for the British-Nazi crisis. 

Instead of that, he is convinced 
now that Fuehrer Hitler, in his 
present mood, can be influenced 
only by the impact upon him of 
force as naked as that which he 
has unleashed against the nations 
standing in the way of his ambi- 
tion. 

Experience in Berlin. 

Sir Nevile went:to Berlin a few 
short years ago convinced that a 
peaceful settlement could be found 
for the chronic crisis in which Brit- 
ish-Nazi relations were bogged. On 
his arrival in Hitler’s capital he 
talked of his hopes in a vein of 
such Polyanna-ish optimism that 
some of the foreign journalists who 
heard him leaped to the conclusion 
that he was far too pro-Nazi. 

Indeed, I know of one leading 
English correspondent, in  Ger- 
many at that time, who was so sure 
that the diplomatic tactics at which 
Sir Nevile hinted were the wrong 
way to tackle the formidably grow- 
ing power of Hitlerism, and _ so 
frank in condemning those. tactics 
in the dispatches sent by him to his 
newspaper, that he was summarily 
expelled by the Nazi authorities— 
doubtless with the silent approval 
of that section of British opinion 
still stubbornly sharing Sir Nevile’s 
hopes of peaceful compromise with 
the Nazis. 

After the departure of that jour- 
nalistic doubting Thomas, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador continued his ef- 
forts at conciliation. His theories 
received one blow after another 
from ‘the facts of the situation. It 
was an already partially disillus- 
jioned Sir Nevile who, alighting 
from the official British Ambassa- 
dorial motor car in front of Hit- 
ler’s chancellery in the Wilhelm- 
strasse, ascended the stairs to con- 
front the Fuehrer in those final 
August meetings—thoroughly un- 
diplomatic in the thunder-and-light- 
ning of their atmosphere—which 
Sir Nevile described so admirably 
last month in his official reports, 
End of Optimism. 

In the course of the stormy inter- 
views, he realized, under the lash 
of Hitler’s rudeness, the Fuehrer, 
no longer seeking to redress wrongs 
done to Germany by the Treaty of 
Versailles, was resolved instead to 
impose upon the rest of Europe 
wrongs having nothing to do with 
international justice. At last the 
scales fell from Sir Nevile’s eyes. 
His lingering optimism passed into 
its death-throes.

T nes war of waiting apparently 


it may suddenly become a war 
of action, a development in which 
the British Expeditionary Force 
will play a highly serious role. 

Virtually all unofficial obserers 
here on the British front believe 
that a German attack within the 
next week is possible and a great 
many are convinced that it is not 
only possible but probable. The 
latter belief has been strengthened 
by recent events, among them 


Adolf Hitler’s Munich speech. Many 
believed the stroke would come on 
Armistice day; and due precautions 
were taken. 

A belief almost generally held by 
unofficial observers is that unless 


has reached a point at which!Hitler does show his hand within 


two or possibly three weeks, there 
will be little or no action of con- 
sequence on land until spring when 
the Allies will be immeasurably 
stronger than they are now. 

The only unfavorable result of 
such delay as far as the British are 
concerned would be the psycholog- 
ical effect of having to spend the 
entire winter in the mud without 
any action. However, the British 
field forces in France are to a 


large extent made up of highly 
disciplined and rugged regulars 
who have had long experience in 
the field, and they could certainly 
stand the strain. The principal 
problem would be to explain to 
people in England why they should 
keep fighting a war from which all 
the traditional and more dazzling 
aspects are lacking. 

Hitler’s dilatory methods have 
certainly been all to the good for 
the British, and it remains a puzzle 
to everybody here why he has let 
the weeks slip by without doing 
something bolder. 

I visited the British front line the 
day after I arrived here, one month 
ago, and I have visited it regularly 
ever since—the last time three days 
ago. During that time, tremendous 
changes have taken place and it 
may not be an exaggeration to say 
that the strength of the British 
position has been doubled. It has

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NE Sunday, a couple of weeks ago, 

we made a “float” down the Bourbeuse 
River. We loaded our canoe atop the car 
at 5 a. m. and drove to St. Clair, stopping 
on the way for a breakfast of hotcakes 
and sausages. At St. Clair, we got a driver 
for our car and went on up to Stanton, 
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Sycamore, wild cherry, walnut, cotton- 
wood added a variety of browns and yel- 
lows. Closer to the ground, scarlet sumac 
and the deep red of the dogwood complet- 
ed the picture. 

The river was alive with birds of many 
species—some natural habitants of the 
valley, others attracted to the water by 
dry weather and still others gathering for 
the Southern migration. As we embarked, 
four pintail ducks went whistling up the 
river. From then on, all through the 
day, we saw other flocks, including green 
and bluewing teal, wood ducks, redheads, 
mallards and spoonbill 

Twice we floated through stretches of 
woodland alive with hundreds of robins. 
They chattered busily on both sides of 
the river and paid no attention to the 
canoe slipping silently along. These bands 
of robins will move South if the weather 
grows severe, but I’ve come upon them in 
deep timber in the dead of winter when 
the season is mild. 

Each stretch of river had its pair of 
kingfishers, noisy fellows, who dived into 
the shallows and went darting past with 
loud, discordant rattles. Several varieties 
of herons, from the little “fly-up-the- 
creek” to the great blue heron with,his 
six-foot wing spread, patrolled the water- 
way in solemn pairs. Shore birds skimmed 
the gravel fars—killdeer, sandpipers, yel- 
low legs and an occasional jacksnipe. 

The timbered stretches seemed favor- 
ite haunts of the woodpecker family. 
Downies, redheads and flickers were al- 
ways in evidence, and twice we heard the 
loud, raucous voice of the great pileated 
woodpecker and saw the big fellows wing- 
ing their way across the river. 

At noon, we stopped to boil a pot of 
coffee and eat our lunch. I slipped up 
the bank to survey the valley and jumped 
a pair of woodcock, which rose with a 
startled whistle, drifted along for a few 
yards and dropped into a thicket. These 
little brown fellows, with their long, flex- 
ible bills and protruding eyes, have long 
been favorites of mine and seem to be on 
the increase in the Mississippi Valley. 

Higher up the bank, where a patch of 
sorghum edged a cornfield, a covey of 
quail flushed with a roar and sailed across 
to the safety of the timber. 

After’ lunch we lay back and dozed 
for an hour in the sun, watching a pair 
of red-shouldered hawks that soared 
above the bluff across the river. These 
big fellows have an undeserved bad rep- 
utation, since their diet consists mainly 
of field mice. 

Later, though, we saw a pair of harrier 
hawks, Cooper’s or sharpshins, sailing low 
over a stubblefield hunting quail. These 
are real hunters and take a heavy toll of 
song and game birds. A big owl boomed 
in the deep timber, and called again 
when I answered in a poor imitation of 
his voice. 

So we floated through the lazy after- 
noon, with the sun slanting toward the 
horizon. Occasionally, we took the fly 
rod and fished a likely stretch of water, 
but the river was full of leaves and too 
muddy for the fly. Once we stalked a 
bunch of mallards, but the wary birds 
floated around a bend and took off be 
fore we were in range. 

At sundown, we came to the ford where 
our car was waiting and in another hour 
were back again in the city. 
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NOT IN THE ALPHONSE-GASTON MANNER. 

Some weeks ago came a report from Berlin that 
Ernst Thaelmann, the Communist who opposed Hitler 
in the 1933 elections, had been freed from prison as a 
gallant gesture toward the Nazis’ new ally.

That 
would be the obvious explanation, did not the New 
York Times correspondent in Moscow report that 
Thaelmann is still in prison, and that the pictures of 
the Communists were removed as a protest against

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A VICTORY FOR RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. 

Judge William Clark of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Philadelphia has demonstrated 
that he is as little awed by the tyranny of pres- 
sure groups as by the presence at the bar of such 
defendants as the late Dutch Schultz and Mayor | @F 
Frank Hague. With his associates concurring, Judge|*“* 
Clark ruled last week that the constitutional guar- 
antee of religious freedom extends to all sects, and 
that no school child may be forced to salute the 
American flag if conscientious objections are raised. 

This decision, which goes counter to the edicts of 
the Supreme Courts of Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and Georgia, means much more than surcease from 
annoyance for the relatively small number of 
Jehovah's Witnesses—the sect that raised the flag The Mirror 
salute issue. It reasserts the fundamental sanctity of 
of individual freedom. If sustained by the Supreme Public Opinion 
Court, it will call a halt to teachers’ oath statutes 
and all other patriotism by law. 

As revolting a legislative exhibition as any that 
comes to mind was the series of hearings on the 
Massachusetts teachers’ oath law in the old Bull- 
finch Statehouse atop Beacon Hill. On one side 
were assembled the educators of this “schoolroom 
of the nation”’—from the graded school teachers to 
the president of Harvard College. 

On the other side were all the professional 100 
per cent patriots, spy hunters and crackpots-at-large. 
They stormed, shouted and threatened. And, al- 
though one State Senator, mindful of the traditions 
of this ancient building, committed political suicide 
by telling them plainly of his disdain, they carried 
the day. Massachusetts teachers must now take a 
humiliating oath as though they were all suspect 
of treason. 

Still, day in and day out, it is the teachers who 
are building a stout citizenry, not the patrioteers: 
If the shouters are to be graded 100 per cent, then 
we will have to ignore mathematics and give the 
teachers a higher mark. Judge Clark and his asso- 
ciates deserve an even better one. Their fearless de- 
cision may call a halt to the spread of the cant of 
professional patriotism. 

It is a victory for common sense over hysteria. It 
reasserts the common decency that calls for respect 
for another man’s convictions—a man who may be 
doing more than any of-us to build a better nation 
even if he believes that he should make obeisance 
only to the Deity.

Saving in Public Bond Sales" 


From Kansas City Public Affairs, Issued by Hiner, wi 
Civic Research Institute. 


T one of the few public sales of bonds 

held in many years, Kansas City officials 
awarded $250,000 of two-to-36-year annuity 
serials to the highest of eight bidding syndi- 
cates. Coupon rates of 3, 2% and 2% per 
cent named for various maturities, plus the 
high bidder’s offer of a $50 premium, result 
in the city’s securing an extremely low net 
interest cost—2.66 per cent. 

City officials are to be congratulated on 
taking another step forward in financial 
management. As involves debt policies, bor- | 
rowing money only at public competitive. 
bond sales is a sound base for further iz 
provement. | 

Contrast the results of this: public bond 
sale with a comparable recent private sale. 
Both sales involved a $250,000 issue of two-to- 
36-year annuity serials,- with retirement 
schedules of both calling for payment of 
more than half the total issues in the last 
15 years. The 1938 issue, sold in July, 1938, 
carried 3 and 2% per cent split-rate coupons 
and sold at $375 premium, to give the citys 
net interest cost of 2.81 per cent. The latest 
sale shows a decided improvement in the 
market for Kansas City bonds, amounting 
to 15 points betterment. 

This is definitely not due to lower interest 
rates generally prevailing in municipal | 
money markets. The Bond Buyer's Index 
of Municipal Bond Yields—the market’ 
yardstick—currently at 2.93 per cent, is 
only slightly improved above the July, 1933, 
level of 3 percent. Cities generally find 
that they cannot now borrow at substan 
tially lower interest costs than could be ob 
tained then.

A GRIDIRON AFTERNOON. 

The Missouri Tigers’ performance Saturday, when 
they smothered New York University, was a piece of 
dramatic perfection that gave the big-town audience a 
lesson in football as played in the world of tomorrow. 

It is a frequent item of gridirony, so to speak, 
that the star who is heralded to dazzle is bottled up 
in eclipse by a hostile conspiracy coached and pointed 
to that dark detail. But Paul Christman, passer-de- 
luxe of the current season, did everything which 
precedent and propaganda forecast, together with all 
the rest of it. He flipped that football into eagerly 
appointed hands-with the accuracy of good old Grover 
Cleveland Alexander and the burning speed of Walter 
Johnson when this screwy century was young and 
innocent. He kicked that football with the toe of a 
virtuoso. When the occasion called for a sprint, he 
was an Ariel; when a plunge was demanded, he was 
a Jovian bolt. Yes, Paul was good, and all his play- 
mates were good and the University of Missouri now 
takes her place among the top-flight institutions of 
learning. 

But there was a lot of grief attached to football’s 
manifold trajectories Saturday afternoon. Notre Dame, 
that has been missing disaster by an eyelash through- 
out the bedizened autumn, ran head on into lamenta- 
tion at lowa City by the margin of a point. And 
Dartmouth, the little college that Daniel Webster 
loved, was blown off the unbeaten map by a Prince- 
ton eleven that has given Nassau very few occasions 
to cheer. In fact, it was a matinee of upsets, with 
Illinois handing Wisconsin the same deadly potion 
administered to Michigan a week ago. As the night 
came down the prairie, Ohio State, by a desperate 
thrust in the first, second, third and fourth quarters, 
dropped Chicago into the unplumbed depths.

E are hearing today proposals that the 

Government should reduce some of the 

present expenditures, particularly for 
agricultural benefits and for work relief, in 
order that funds for an expanded armament 
program may be provided without an in- 
creased deficit or an increase in taxes. In 
my opinion, it would be unfair, and unsound 
economically, to pass increased . armament 
costs on to those of the low-income groups 
who would profit the least out of foreign or 
domestic expenditures for armament, who 
are the least able to bear the costs and 
whose increased purchasing power is essen- 
tial to our economic welfare. 

Instead, in my opinion, we should follow 
the unpopular, but necessary, course of im- 
posing additional taxation in order to meet 
the added costs of our armament program 
and to reduce the deficit, without sacrific- 
ing the low-income groups whose sustained 
and increasing purchasing power is needed 
to sustain and increase production. 

Additional taxation should be levied, not 
alone upon war profits, but upon those 
income groups now relatively under-taxed, 
among whom the greatest proportion of Sav- 
ings that are unable to find profitable outlet 
today are now accumulating. At the same 
time, I favor increasing domestic purchas- 
ing power by decreasing consumption taxes.

As part of a national policy of encouraging 
consumption, I have, over a long period, 
urged revision of, our system of old-age and 
unemployment insurance, which at the pres- 
ent time is increasing rather than diminish- 
ing the volume of funds that must find in- 
vestment outlets. If we are to accumulate 
reserves for old-age pensions, they should be 
built up in good times, when their collection 
through taxes will tend to moderate un- 
sound boom tendencies and will not have 
an adverse effect upon consumption. 

We have made the mistake, in my judg- 
ment, of accumulating a vast reserve in 
times of large unemployment, taxing it, not 
out of those best able to pay or those whose 
savings are idle, but out of payrolls, mainly 
of those who otherwise would have kept the 
funds moving in the income stream.

A new factor of safety in flying 
is expected to be added by the de- 
velopment of- safety fuels—gaso- 
lines which have the power of 
present fuels but which are simi- 
lar to keresene because they will 
not explode except in an engine 
cylinder.

In my opinion the dosage of nine 
grains of acetanilid daily results in 
a definite form of poisoning. I do 
not believe the administration of 
that amount of bromide is danger- 
ous, nor do I believe that the bro~ 
mide steps up or increases the toxiq 
effects of the acetanilid. 


Acetanilid poisoning usually ap- 
pears in individuals who do not 
know that they are taking acetani- 
lid. They get into the habit of tak~- 
ing a pick-me-up in the morning. 

The symptoms of acetanilid pok 
soning consist in a change in the 
complexion, constipation and men 
tal depression. The complexion as- 
sumes a peculiar muddy appear 
ance, the lips get blue. The color of 
the skin is hard to describe, but 
friends usually say something to 
the effect that “John doesn’t look 
very well; he must have anemia.” 
Or more frequently they tell him, 
“You look constipated,” which 
makes him take some more of a 
cathartic, usually the very mixture 
that has the acetanilid in it. The 
muddy complexion is due to the 
formation of a new and unnatural 
compound in the blood, a sulphur 
compound, so the syndrome is 
called “sulphanemia.”
